They also approve the ef­ 
forts of producers of sweet wines to 
procure legislation perm itting the 
w ithout taxation of grape spirits for 
fortification to 
the extent needed to 
preserve them but recognize as im port­ 
a n t 
the preservation of the 
purity 
of light dry ta b le wines and, therefore, 
request oar representatives in Congress 
to make known to the officers of 
the 
general government th a t any hill pro­ 
viding for free spirits 
in 
fortifying 
wines should 
be carefully prepared. 
T h a t nnder no circuios laucos except for 
exportation shall free spirits be used in 
fortifying dry wines 
farther than the 
essential features of auy hill for the 
purpose should be. 
F u at- G rape spirits free from tax for 
fortifying sw eet wines contaiulng a cer­ 
tain fixed degree of sngar as shown by 
density. 
T his privilege is to Iw sc- 
corded only to producers of sw eet wine* 
w ho distil their own grape spirits, ex­ 
cept iu case of exportation, when grape 
spirits may b s added to fortify any 
wines, dry or sweet, according to the 
dem and of foreign m arkets, free of tax, 
nnder the supervision ot the officers of 
th e Internal Revenue. 
Second -T h e privilege of a free forlifi 
cation of sw eet wino for domestic use, to 
be limited to 22 per ceut of absolnte al­ 
cohol, including the strength acquired 
by ferm entation.

T h at no spirits for fortifying 
w ine free from tax, exoept those pro­ 
duced by distillation from grape products 
be permitted. 
Other resolutions de­ 
clare 
th at 
the

should be amended so as to extend the 
tim e of bonding brandies and wine, grow 
era claiming th a t no lim itation as to time 
for bonding can be legally fixed, but the 
bonding period ought not to be less than 
eight years. 
Distillers should bare the 
privilege nnder original distillers' stamps 
of breaking np tbeir products into any 
sized packages required for trade; that 
special internal revenue tax on retailers' 
domestic wines should be abolished and 
th s t resolntions be sent to Representa­ 
tive of this district requiring him to make 
th e same known to Congress.

A lower 
salary results in less experienced and 
often 
incompetent 
teachers. 
The 
changes made in the school law have re­ 
sulted in some degree in increasing tbs 
attendance, b ut much remaius to be 
done. 
Much is caused by parental in­ 
difference. 
The compulsory education 
law, now a dead letter, ought to be en­ 
forced. 
Let us he th e more vigilaut and 
worthy of oar high vocation. 
By suggestion of th e County Superin­ 
tendent, it was moved and oarried that 
a committee on organization be appoint­ 
ed to arrange the committees and nom ­ 
inate the officers of the Institute.

tal pedagogic laws instead of the mere 
practice of the profession. 
The Institute 
would be the great event of the year and 
teachers would become men and women 
of sciences and devoted to the grandest 
science of all. 
All great thinkers have 
been working to clnoidate the questions 
which concern teachers th e moat deeply. 
Referring to the interest taken by pa­ 
rents in the child's education, he su d . 
The average of parents washing the 
children’s bands and face at th e same 
tim e wash th eir own bands of farther 
responsibility concerning the m atter of 
their eduuationr T he parent's oo opera 
tion is indeed necessary to th e child’t 
advancement. 
The lack of consideration 
ot the m atter is probably the chief cause 
of this w ant of interest. 
W ith such co­ 
operation on the p art of parents we will 
raise such a generation of boys and girls 
am would be tho m aking of any country. 
Mr. H. V. Seavor, Principal of the 
Spring street school, then ad-w-essed the 
Institute on th e subject of “ F reign and 
American Education." 
H e cUos* G er­ 
many, England and Franoe to compare 
with our own. 
Iu Germany, particularly 
the kingdom of Prussia, the system pro­ 
vided for s vast num ber of elem entary 
schools for the common people. 
In most 
of the Folksohal small fees of about $1.50 
to $2.00 are charged, though they are 
often remitted. 
The government, how­ 
ever, bears th e principal part of the b a r­ 
den of the support of these schools. 
The children are usually from the 
middle and lower classes, few of the 
higher olasses patronizing them a t all. 
Contrasted with our own school, he 
drew an eloquent parallel showing the 
freedom and spirit of equality engen­ 
dered by the schools in our own coun­ 
try. 
The schools are classified into relig­ 
ions classes, th e schools being divided 
into Catholic,

The teachers iu Germany are edu­ 
cated especially for the profession___ 
largo number of training schools devoted 
to that purpose. 
They receive, after making reasonable 
allowances, rather less than w hat teach 
ora receive here. 
Teaohers' savings banks, insuranoe 
and pension soriettee, disabled and worn 
out teachers are (pensiouad by th e Govd 
ernmcnt, according to years of aervioa 
and rank in the profession. 
Most of the children receive only an 
-lementaiy education, though the higher

It has been said that the Univorsity is 
full of idlers. 
I never have been at a 
place where, there were fewer Idlers. 
The Uuiveraity is on the same footlug 
regard to religion as are the common 
schools. 
Yon oannot teach religion iu 
the common schools, neither can you in 
the University. 
T hat much and nu 
more. 
I would say distinctly and mod­ 
estly, y et if need be, defiantly, that the 
University is a safe place to which to 
send there hoys nnd girls. 
11 is something to educate our boys 
ami girls rig h t on the ground of their 
future activity. 
Prof. Kellogg's remarks were atten­ 
tively listened to snd received with 
hearty applause.
